A FATAL MISTAKE. 


Waukesha, Wis, Juue 21—This t >wu 
was the scene of luteusd excitement, es­ 
pecially among tho older residents of the 
city, to-day, as a report became current 
that Dr. Hugo Flutier, oue of tile bist 
known physicians of this county, ira I ad­ 
ministered a dose of morphine to Mrs. 
Magdelem Iii He. by mistake, and that 
Mr*. Mille had died from tim effects of 
the drug. Investigation at ouce proved 
the report to bo oui/ too true. The facts, 
aaa* learned by a Rapublic&n-Sentinel 
reporter, were as follows: Mrs. Mille re­ 
sides seven miles southwest of town aud 
was aged 63 years. For some tim9 past 
she has suffered intensely with dropsy 
and lier life has been despaired of. Dr. 
Flutier was her physician and under 
stood her case so thoroughly that it was 
uot necessary for him to make daily visits 
upon Mrs. Mille, aud members of her 
family would come to towm aud procure 
the medicine necesgrary for lier. Yester­ 
day afternoon a daughter of Mrs. Iii He’s 
came after the medicine. Dr. Flutier 
had just returned from a tiresome trip to 
the country ani was about exhausted; 
having been up all night. When Mrs. 
Hille’s daughter appeared, ho took out 
his mediciue case with the intention of 
sending lier quinine, aud put up what tie 
thought was 12 grains of that drug. The 
girl took the mediciue aud started home, 
arriving late in the afternoon. Mrs. Mille 
took tho dose and at once fell into a deep 
sleep; her family all unconscious of the 
terrible mistake which had been made. 
Iu the meantime Dr. Fbiiler, soon after 
the girls departure, was called to prescribe 
for a patient, and on aliening his medi­ 
cine case to get some morphine saw, to 
his horror, that he had given a large por­ 
tion of what was in his morphine bottle to 
Mrs. Hills daughter, to take to her moth­ 
er. I>r. Philter of course realized the 
situation, and hurriedly ordered his team, 
procured a stomach-pump, aud antidotes, 
aud drove as fast as he could to the Hille 
residence. The time of his arrival WM 
about fifty minutes after the morphine 
had been admiustered. Me at once used 
the stomach-pump aud applied his tiest 
art, but all to no purpose—Mrs. Mille 
was beyond all help, and died soon after. 
Dr. Flutier is iu greatt'st mental agony 
over his horrible blunder, aud claims that 
in all his long year*, of practice, this is 
his first mistake.

A Trip into the Rocky Moun­ 
tains 


SO. FIVE. 
The train pa**es tho Rat hi Mountain* 
at an elevation of nearly Hjhkl feet. 
I ii 
ulknit seven hours, it reaches Las Vegas, 
a town only 1,'fckl feet lower, and located 
one-fourth the distance across the Terri­ 
tory of New Mexico from the north hue 
aud ouc-thirJ from the east. The ride all 
tho way i* iu this high legion. 
It begins 
with quite rapid descent, and then con­ 
tinuo* * * quite u uniform hive! with some 
long swells iii the ground. 
Extensive 
bods of bituminous coal are worked on 
tho south side of the mountains, which 
we are fast leaving in the rear. Short 
spurs of the railroad track run out to Hie 
opening at their base. where tile veins of 
the coal an* f jinni. We ilx-.li across Hiuall 
streams forming the head waters of the 
Canadian River, which traverses north­ 
ern Texas aud nearly lengthwice the In­ 
dian Territory, and then empties into the 
Arkansas. 
They seem to Ik' as clear, 
cool aud sparkling as the rills from copi­ 
ous mountain springs. At least a dozen 
villages, varying in size,are passed; aud 
over a acorn of rnnobfn. where live the 
herders of the cattle, sheep, and horses 
seen feeding in immense immix*!-* along 
the road. 
At Wagon Mound we crossed the old 
SautirFo trail, a place celebrated for a 
well-con tested fight in which Kit Carnot) 
was once engaged with the Indians. 
It 
is named from two small peaks wk uh re­ 
semble the hubs of 
carnage wheels 
They were formed by some internal erup­ 
tion of the earth, and arc perhaps the 
small cones of external volcanoes, and 
lie east aud west of the hamlet. 
As an 
old laud mark, it is a good point at which 
to read up some of the thrilling narra­ 
tives of the weary journeys, tho heroic 
adventures, and tho sanguinary encoun­ 
ters which have taken place on this trail, 
from IGW, when Coronado first explored 
this region us far cast as near the Mis­ 
souri River, down to the time in the 
memory of the children in our homes. 
For over seventy years merchandize was 
freighted ou this route from the Missis­ 
sippi River to the oldest city in tin* 
United States, lying in the center of the 
northern half of this Territory. 
The 
packed mules, tho high wagons, which 
koto catted -mc sonormers or mc plains," 
aud the long trains of gold-seekers who 
were bound for the gulches in tho 
mountains and on tile Pacific coast, 
have all given place to the steam 
engines and the railroad cars which 
transport in a few hours crowds of pas­ 
sengers and vast loads of goods to tho 
same destination. Surely there has been 
a process of evolution in the history of 
this ti ail. The scenery through which it 
passes, like tho stories to which it has 
given rise, is the most fascinating in these 
mountain regions. 
The day was exceptionally favorable 
for seeing objects at great distances. Tho 
Rocky Mountain range proper, which 
terminates to the west of Las Vegas and 
just south of Santa Fe, lays along tile 
horizon to tho right during tho entire 
ride of seven hours from Raton. This 
range presents a continual succession of 
lofty mountains covered with snow. With 
its northern extension into Colorado. It 
contains the highest peaks and the great­ 
est number of them, of any mountain 
range in the United States. Looking out 
westward from the cars, tho eye first 
scans the grazing lands rising gradually 
with occasional high knolls, next rests 
upon the foot-hills beyond, and then is 
fixed npon tho ragged white summits 
which course the whole view. Twice at 
turns in the road, the broad and open 
sweep of tho country to the north came 
into sight, and numerous snowy pinna­ 
cles over a hundred and twenty miles 
away, were seen as a dazzling back ground 
against the sky. I became absorbed in 
intense interest in noticing the sharp 
ridges which ran down the mountains 
nearest to me on the west, tho varying 
colors of dark green, light gray, bluish 
puryle, aud silver whiteness, which ap­ 
pear at different points upon them, and 
the distinct “timber line” along the range. 
I pointed out an immouse capital “S” 011 
the eastern slope of the mountains, imme­ 
diately mm al of ti*a Cmtillu Peak. tho 
initial letter of the first word in the old 
Spanish name of this range, “Sangre de 
Chnsto,” (Blood of Christ.) Like tho 
image on the “Mouut ©f the Holy Cross” 
iii Northern Colorado, this letter is formed 
by tho snow which has fallen into deep 
ravines on the mountain side and remains 
there at all seasons of the year, while that 
on tho surface "about tho ravines melts 
away iu the summer time. 
I had hero my first experience iii “tho 
deception of distances,” which it pro­ 
duces by the transparent air of those 
mountains and plains. I informed ny’ 
companions rn the car that I judged the 
rango to the west to bo six or eight mill** 
distant. What was my surprise to find 
that it was at least sixty-four miles. “Old 
Baldy,” which towered above the sur­ 
rounding mountains, seemed to be in 
close neighborhood to us, but it was sev­ 
enty-four miles away. I discovered af­ 
terwards that it remains at intervals iu 
plain sight of the traiu all day on the 
journey to Santa Fe, and with the same 
apparent nearness. In silent aud stern 
grandeur, iUreigns the undisputed mon­ 
arch of this section, and is a perpetual 
welcomed sight to the eye. 
Whoever journeys through this coun­ 
try for hundreds of miles in every direc­ 
tion, will soon abandon all his former 
standards of judging distances. 
He will 
learn to sympathize with the victim of re­ 
peated experiments to which a young 
man was compelled to some years since, 
and the traditions of which are told with 
slight variations in many villages and 
mining camps, and on tho wearisome 
stage rides in this upland region. 
The 
story is a follows: An elderly gentleman 
after residing a while in tho mountains, 
brought back from the East his son, who 
had just graduated from college. 
The 
next morning after their arrival, 011 sad­ 
dling their horses for a day’s ride, the 
father 
said that if they should travel 
briskily until night they would arrive at 
the base of a mountain to which he point­ 
ed. The son remarked, “What do you 
mean, father, we shall reach the place in 
a halfhour.” The reply | was, “we shall 
see. The fathers prediction was verified 
when the sun was setting. 
After several 
disappointments of this kind, the youth 
began to distrust his ability to measure 
any horizontal distance. One day as he 
was walking over a portion of the coun­ 
try with his father, he suddenly stopped 
at the bank of a rill coming down from a 
mountain, and began pulling off his shoes 
and 
stockings. 
The 
sire inquired: 
“What are you doing that for?” The 
answer was, “Why, to wade through this 
stream.” “Pshaw, jump over it, my son,” 
said the father. “Ah, you cannot fool 
me again, I may find this to be a river a 
mile wide.”

Sugar From Rags* 
Hid newsapers have lately taken up 
the subject of making sugar from rags, 
and some of them seem to regard it as a 
new invention. This however is by no 
means the case. It has been long known 
to chemists that if vegetable fiber, such 
.as that of cotton, flax, etc., be submitted 
to the action of sulphuric acid, it is con­ 
verted into soluble starch or dextrine, 
and this is readily convertible into sugar. 
The ordinary process of malting is sim­ 
ply a conversion of the starch of the 
barley into sugar by the agency of a 
ferment called the “ diastase, which is 
formed in tho barley, and is so effective 
that only one five-hundredth part is 
sufficient to set up the action by which 
the insoluble starch is converted into 
dextrine, and then into sugar. This oc- ; 
curs when the grain of barley is sown in 
the ground, aud is the natural operation 
by which the germ is fed; the germ, 
having neither mouth nor stomach, can 
not take solid food like the original 
grannies which surround it in the seed ; 
but when that starch is converted into ! 
sugar, the baby plaut can absorb it, and i 
continues to absorb it until its rootlets 
and first leaf arc formed. By this time , 
the sugar is all used up, but the plant is 
now able to obtain its nourishment from 
the ground by its root, and from the car-

Any mistress who finds her servant 
treating her linen with chloride of lime 
should Iiave her arrested precisely as 
though she were caught setting fire to 
them. It is practically the same thing.

Ow 
chloride of lime destroys linen just as 
completely as fire, only a little more 
slowly. Any girl who will, in the crim­

We be­ 
lieve these opinions, however convened, 
are proved to be perfectly right There 
are, of coarse, exceptions, bat WP take 
the rule. Again, a bay horse, with black 
points, or even with a white leg or two, 
is a very good color; so is a dark and 
mottled brown—in fact, there is none bet­ 
ter ; but no color is a certain guarantee 
of quality, though, as we before said, WO 
look upon it as a not unreliable index. 
For many purposes a gray color is looked 
upon as* a drawback, and so is that of 
44 jailer.” We never heard of any ob­ 
jections to the black color, nor do wa. 
know of any. Some horses are said to 
show 44 character” in their coloring, as, 
for instance, a boll terrier does with a 
patch over his eye. Thus a brown or 
black horse, with three white legs and a 
blaze, although not the perfection of 
marking, gives such a quaint appearance 
that tho animal is 
instictively, and 
rightly, pat down as having44 character" 
about him, and is often a very good 
horse.

Down in Florida. 
The S t John’s River is a queer river, 
says a Florida correspondent It is about 
150 miles long, from four to ten miles 
wide, and averages abont a foot deep. 
In the center, of course, the chaum*! 
gets to be quite deep. Sometimes it has 
a depth of forty feet Its current mas 
abouts mile a day. Ipresnme it woald 
take about 150 days for a cork to float 
from the source of the S t John’s to its 
month. It is salt for fifty miles from its 
mouth, and brackish for IOO miles. It 
is fall of shad. catfish, frogs, toads, eels, 
alligators, and eawl-fishes. I don’t know 
of any fish or reptile that don’t live la 
the S t John's River. 

I said to an old 
alligator killer who was fishing for cat­ 
fish off the pier at Palatka. “ Why, it’s 
a great bay. It’s no more a river than 
lik e Erie is. 
Lake Erie inns faster 
than the S t John's River." 
“ Thar yon’s wrong agen, stranger. 
She’s neither a river nor a bay: she's a 
cow pasture. Don’t you see the cows 
standing all over the river?" 
■^That man was right All the cows in 
Florida seemed to congregate in the S t 
John's. There they stood in the water 
all day long, slashing the mosquitoes 
with their tails, while their heads ara 
under water eating grass. It is a strange 
thing, indeed, to see droves of cattle 
feeding along a river with their heads 
nuder the water. They look like a lot of 
cattle without heads. They will put 
even their horns and ears under when the 
grass leys deep, and keep them under 
sometimes two minutes. They get to be 
as amphibious as the crocodile. A sub­ 
marine cow pasture is an institution en­ 
joyed by the State of Florida,
